TIRANA. Albana. Aug 8 —Albania's 


hope of recognition 
by the 
United 
States has been revived with the visit 
here of Maxwell Blake, formerly Con- 
sul-General in Moroco. who was sent 
by the American State Department to 
report upon the 
political 
situation. 
Since its admittance to the League of 
Nations 18 months ago. 
Albania has 


been striving hard to establish a sta- 
ble gov-ernment and to win the confi- 
dence and respect of the nations of the 
world. 


Many of the 
European countries 
have recognized Albania as a. nation, 
and the natives cannot 
understand 


why the United States has not follow- 
ed suit. 
Albania supports a. Consul 
at X»w York, who looks after Albania's 
commercial interests, issues visas for 
passports, etc.. hut who is not recog- 
nized officially by the State Depart- 
ment.

Albania 
i* extremely poor 
and 


primitive, and will require 
friendly 
support from Europe and America if 
it is to retain its statehood and na- 
tional entity. 
H is smaller in area 


than the State of Vermont, and has less 
people than Ihe city of Boston. Mo- 
hammedans and Christians are about 
equally represented in its million and 
a half population.

The records at the city health de- 


partm^nt today showed that 16 cases 
of tvphoid fever have been reported 
to that office this year, a majority of 
these cases being at the present time 
in active stages. 
Two people who 


have been under careful scrutiny dur- 
ing the past few days were reported 
today as positive typhoid fever cases 
both showing affirmative results in 
the Weidall test which is largely used 
to determine the diagnosis of typhoid 
fever. 
Xo alarm is felt by the health of- 
ficer of an epidemic such as was ex- 
perienced last year, in fact a recrude- 
scence was to have been expected fol- 
lowing last year's experience. 
There 
are certain people who carry typhoid 
germs and while apparently immune 
themselves are able to transmit the 
germ to others who are more sus- 
ceptible. It is probable therefore that 
some of the cases reported may be the 
result of typhoid carriers. 


AH of the cases in Danville are well 
scattered and appear to be equally 
divided between white and colored 
people. Xo common factor has been 
found from which the cause of the 
disease could be inferred, that is to 
say the careful checking up of the 
activities of those persons stricken, 
fail to point to the malady being due 
to milk or to contaminated 
water. 
Some of the cases show clearly that 
the germ was absorbed out of the city 
by persons who were on vacations and 
who came home suffering from symp- 
toms of the malady. 


There seems little doubt that the 
earth closet is playing its sinister role 
in the continuation of typhoid fever in 
Danville and that until the city takes 
adequate steps to lay more sewers and 
eliminate as largely'as possible this 
crude form of sanitation that typhoid 
fever will have to be reckoned with 
annually. Several cases now in Dan- 
ville are in localities well within fly 
range of settlements where no mod- 
ern sanitary facilities are afforded. 


On Oak street which lies behind 
Washington street near Arnett's road, 
five cases among colored people have 
been recently reported. There is no 
city water on that street and there is 
no sewer. All of the drinking water 
comes from weils. At the first sign of 
typhoid the health officer warned the 
colored people that th°y should boil 
all drinking water and emphasized 
the necessity of typhoid vaccine. Some 
of the colored people took the first 
injection of th«- s»rum but resisted all 
efforts for the "second shot" because 
of the reaction. 


At the time that the budget was 
being compiled th» health committee 
made vigorous representations for the 
inclusion of S21/'f|0 which was to be 
used in laying sewers on s;r»ets. which 
have no pip*s at the present tim«. It 
was hoped hy Jhis method to rid Dan- 
ville of a large proportion of it* on"

The city health officer, it is recalled, 
urged a year ago that Danville adopt 
the scavenger system which obtains 
today in the city of Roanoke and by 
whlch method earth closets could 
have been rendered appreciably safer 
by a well regulated disposal system 
This project did not get anywhere. 
In the meantime the health depart- 


ment is urging persons who have not 
taken the typhoid vaccine to encjure 
the slight physical discomfort without 
delay tnus putting themselves 
be- 


jond the danger of contracting the 
d.&ease which is slow and wasting. 
At the meeting of the health com- 
mittee to be held this week the health 
officer will probably make some re- 
port on the local situation and may 
at tha ttime renew his request for the 
enlargement of the citj's sewer sys- 
tem which he believes will be a long 
stride forward 
towards eliminating 
the annual visitation.

taken from his store about nine miles 
from Chatham, nearly two years ago. 


With the North Carolina authorities 
clamoring for the return 'of Mayberry, 
Walker is just as anxious to keep him 
in Virginia and to 
bring 
charges 
against him for grand larcency 
in 
Pittsylvanla with a jury trial at Chat- 
ham. 


Chief of Police James R. Bell said 


this morning that he was uncertain 
just what would be done. If Walker 
insists, Mayberry will be tried here. 
He could also be tr/ed in this city for 
the thefts in North Carolina on the 
theory that 'larceny follows the goods' 
but this would entail a greater ex- 
pense than would Mayberry's removal 
to the scene of the robberies which 
Mayberry has confessed. 


Walker read of the Mayberry case 


in the local papers and suspected at 
the moment tha tthe local police had 
in custody the man who raided his 
store using a master key. 
Police De- 
tective J. N. Campbell who is working 
diligently on the case endeavoring to 
sift certain 
other vague suspicions 


hovering around Mayberry's activities 
here took Walker in charge and it was 
learned that Mayberry 
had sold a 
quantity of goods a jear or more ago 
to people living on Farrar street. 
Their names were secured and Walk- 
er went to the houses and. according 
to the police identified his own per- 
sonal mark on a bolt of sheeting which 
he knew to have been stolen from his 
tto'-e near Chatham. Walker told the 
police an unusual story of a tussle in 
the dark with Mayberry. 
The day 
that Walker discovered that goods, by 
wholesale had beefi stolen from his 
store he determin/d to keep a lonely 
gigil the following night with a re- 
volver handy in the belief that the 
thief would "return, to* maJsfl^anotiiex 
haul. 
Walker took the key out of the main 
door of his store leaving it 
locked. 
The second door to the store he locked 
from the inside leaving the key in the 
lock. 
Walker made up a bed and 


*f>nt to sleep expecting to be awaken- 
ed by the thief should he return. The 
thief did return and entered by 
a 
clever ruse. 
Inserting a flat piece ol 
steel in the lock of the door in which 
the key was placed, inside, he manipu- 
lated it such a way as to turn the key 
from the outside. 
Walker was awakened by a 
noise 
and saw the beam of a flashlight wan- 
dering about the wall. He snatched 
his pistol and jumped up but the thief 
in the darkness plunged through t%e 
door and slammed It. Walker tried to 
fire his gun but half asleep he forgot 
to release the safety catch and he 
heard a man outside bidding him to 
stay inside the store and the threat 
that he would be shot if he emerged. 
Walker claimed yesterday that the 
voice of the man who warned him that 
dark night was the same voice as that 
of Mayberry with whom he talked In 
jail.

NOT BORNE OUT

WASHINGTON, D.

statistics. 


Reports .from the state inspectors to 
he U. S. Bureau of Mines show that 
while production of coal for the first 
ix months of thfe year hae been 14, 
er cent below that of the same period 
n 1921.1 the number of men killed 
by accidents In the mines has shown 
a decrease of 17 per cent. 
Accidents at coal 
mines 
in 
the 
United States .during June, the third 
month of the strike, resulted in trio 
oss of 92 lives. 
Revised figures covering the present 


=trike period 
show 78 fatalities in 


April and 79 in ilay. The Increased 
number of accidents In June as com- 
>ared with May was confined largely 
o the bituminous mines of Pennsyl- 
•ania. and West Virginia. Based up- 
on a production of 
22.393,000 tons 


of coal in June, the fatality rate for 
he month was 4.11 as compared with 
3.89 
for May. 4.94 for April of tho 


present vear and 4.03 for June 1921. 
During the first half of 1922.- 829 


men have been killed by accidents at 
coal mines as compared with 1,001 
during the first six months last y«ar. 
a decrease of 172 fatalities of 17 per 
cent. The output of coal has declin- 
ed 15 per cent, the rates for the two 
six-months periods 
being

and 3.97 for 
1922 per million 


Gas and dust explosions continue 


to be the only conspicuous class of 
accidents showing a higher 
fatality 
rate for 1922 than for the first six 
months last year. The increase was 
in explosions caused by shot and Di- 
electric arc. 
No single accident in June Killed 
as many as five men. The record for 
1922 
to date shows 7 major disasters 


in which 82 lives have been lost as 
compared irith 3 disasters and a

(1913-1921) show that an average of 
203 men have lost their lives by ac- 
cidents at coal mines during June.

Cl — It looked like a plain case of elope- 
ment to the police and to the husband, 
with whom the woman had lived In 
happiness eighteen years, until Incon- 
trovertible evidence revealed that both 
Mrs. Ivarone and her child were thrust 
into a taxicab by three men a few feet 
from her home.

speeded away. 


The bank withdrawal. It later ap-

There then remained 251, 212 head of 
livestock still to be handed over. 
The deliveries thus far made in- 


cluded 143,525 horses, 175,606 cattle 
209.231 sheep, 21441 goats, and 246,- 
700 head of poultry. Those yet to be 
made comprise 81,712 horses, 92,100 
cattle and 77,400 sheep. 
Deliveries of livestock to Italy from 
South Gertnany are expected to be 
made early in September, while ship- 
ments to "Serbia probably will take 
place soon. Ten thousand cattle and 
4,00(5 sheep are to be sent to Italy. 
The Serbian consignment will consist 
of 57,000 sheep.

To Solve Riddle 


LONDON Aug. 7.— (By/The Asso- 


ciated Pre i )—The allied statesmen 
who are m \ ing 'here in an endeavor 
to solve tl \ European riddle today 
devoted five hours to an analysis of 
the conditions existing between Great 
Bntian, France, Italy and Belgium. 
The conference terminated in" the ap- 
pointment of a committee, composed 
of the finance ministers of these coun- 
tries, which is to examine into speci- 
fic proposals made b3" Raymond Poit,- 
care, the French premier. These pro- 
posals have been made public. 


The 
committee, in 
collaboration 


with the financial experts, is to meet 
under tne chairmanship of Sir Robert 
S. Home. British chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, at 10:30 o'clock tomorrow 
morning. It will make a report to the 
full conference some time Tuesday or 
Wednesday1. The 
appointment 
of 


the committee 
followed a 
proposal 


by David Lloyd George, the British 
prime minister, to grant a morato- 
rium to Germany which would ter- 
minate at ttte end of the present year, 
and the outline by M. Poincare of

should precede any further allevia- 
tion of Germany obligations. 
"France 
has

objection to a 
moratorium 
in principal," said M. 


Poincare. -He then outlined the plan 
which he indicated would be satis- 
factory to France's requirements.

Thf premier argued that Great Bri- 
tain's claims to reparations therefore 
were as great as,those of Franoe. 


Mr. Lloyd George sought to assuage
